(1) Nine members of the CADROWN network we: 
period* Five of these were arrested for unknown reasons, three were arrested 
in spite of being warned of impending danger, and one was arrested when she 
returned voluntarily to the East Zone after escaping to West Berlin following 
a CADRCWfN warning*

(2) The Communist East German radio announced on 22 September 1953 that 
the East Zone Security forces had smashed an ^American Spy Ring* 1 * The an- 
nouncement correctly identified three members of the CADROWN headquarters 
staff by true and internal cover names and three members of the East Zone 
network who had been arrested.
